3. Claims 1,3-11 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record does not teach or fairly suggests in combination wherein said first 
protocol is implemented within each of said plurality of application platforms by a 
physical layer for exchanging said voice and data between said plurality of application 
platforms and said at least one network portal using said datagrams, an application 
specific interface for formatting said voice and data for use by said application 
platforms, and a first information encapsulation layer for encapsulating said voice and 
data into said datagrams, appending said source/destination headers to said datagrams 
and transmitting said datagrams over said physical layer and for stripping said 
source/destination headers from said datagrams received from said physical layer and 
transmitting said voice and data to said application specific interface

Bell et al (US 5,659,542) discloses a system and method for signaling and call 
processing for private and hybrid communications systems including multimedia
